Beginning Nov. 

The Federal-State Agricul: 
tural Weather Service will 
again provide state growers 
with forecasts and freeze in- 
formation in critical agricul- 
tural areas starting Nov. 1. 

The Service, sponsored by 
periment Stations and the U.S. 
Weather Bureau begihs its 
33rd year helping growers and 
farmers prepare for the freez- 
ing weather ahead. Regular 
Bulletins will be issued through 
March 31. 

The bulletins are transmit- 
teletype lines covering tbe. 
state's winter agricultural are 
eas.. The line extends from 
Gainesville to Daytona Beach, 
southward to Belle Glade, 
Lakeland, Fort Myers and 
Homestead. 

Growers, cooperatives, Ra- 
dio and TV Stations, and state 
agencies can have the teletype- 
writers installed to receive the 
forecasts and data, to 
W. O. Johnson, meteorologist 
of the Weather Forecasting 
Service. 

Information relayed on the 
line covers daily district weath- 


age reports from Florida, Cali- 
fornia and Texas, 

Johnson said the Agricultural 
Weather Service is particularly 
important to fruit and vegetable 
growers as well as others since 
subfreezing weather can ruin a 
crop or kill plants and trees, 
Besides, he said many growers 
have the means of protecting 
their crops, and the question is 
knowing when to put protec- 
tion measures’ into operation. 

Excessive rains can also de- 
stroy vegetable crops, and ad- 
vance warnings of these rains 
allow the grower to start his 
pumps to lower the water table 
and ditches. This way, water 
from the rains will not stand 
in the fields. 

A Federal - State Market 
News service is being added 
for the first time this year, 
Johnson said, and will include 
market information on fruits 
and vegetables, shipping point 
information, rail and truck 
shipments, terminal market in- 
formation, cannery utilization 
of Florida citrus, citrus auc- 
tions and other marketing facts. 

"The market news wil 
added to our agency's teletype- 
writer circuit Monday through 
Friday and will make it pos- 
sible for people to get the і 
formation one or two days ear- 
lier than by mail as in the 
Past," Johnson said.

What then is wrong with this idea that has actually 
been with us through out history.

SENSING THE NEWS 
The Atomic Realities 


Reports from Geneva that 
the United States and the So- 
viet Union are near agreement 
on a draft treaty for banning 
the spread of atomic weapons 
are more likely to confuse and 
mislead the American people 
than mark a solid gain for the 


* cause of peace and freedom. 


The draft. treaty reportedly 
would bar the five nuclear 
powers from transferring nu- 
clear weapons to nations that 
do not have them. It also would 
prevent the nuclear powers 
from assisting other nations in 
the production of nuclear wea- 
pons. 

It is impossible to see what 
the U. S. would gain from 
such an agreement, though it 
is obvious that the U. S. would 
lose an important measure of 
freedom. One of the loopholes 
in the NATO defenses in Eur- 
ope is that the West Germans. 
who provide the bulk of the 
ground forces under the alli- 
ance, are without nuclear wea- 
pons for self-defense. They 
face nuclear-armed Russian 
troops in Central Europe. The 


. draft treaty would keep the 


Germans in a secondary posi- 
tion forever, which has been 
a longtime goal of the Soviet 
Union. 

The draft treaty is all the 
more futile ‘because of the an- 
nouncement by the French that 
they will not pay any attention 
to it 

The real trouble with the 
treaty is that it diverts atten- 
tion from the truly serious sit- 
uafion involving atomic defen- 
ses fòr the United States. The 
United States, by agreeing to 
end atmospheric testing of nu. 
clear weapons, is behind the 
clear weapons is behind the Rus 
sians in testing large-scale wea-

testing super-weapons, which 
apparently have been designed 
to knock out American missile 
installations. The Russians al- 
so, while agreeing to the peace- 
ful uses of space, have develop- 
ed an orbital bomb known as 
SCRAG — a weapon for 
which the U. S. has no oppo 
site number. Indeed, one of 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamata's first moves in the 
Pentagon was to scrap the 
military's plans for space wea- 
pons. 

The draft treaty on nuclear 
weapons also diverts attention 
from the problem of the Red 
Chinese atomic capability and 
from the consequent need for 
an anti-ballistic missile system. 
Mr. McNamara is fiddling on 
this question, asking for more 
and more “studies” while the 
Soviets deploy such a defen- 
sive system around their key 
cities. 

It is known that the Soviet 
Union has maintained its ra- 
pid production of nuclear ma- 
terials, while the Johnson ad- 
ministration has curtailed this 
production. At the same time 
the overall destructive force of 
atomic weapons in the Soviet 
arsenal is growing, while the 
U. S. nuclear force is remain- 
ing constant. This summer, the 
last of 41 missile-firing Polaris 
submarines was commission- 
ed, and the administration has 
no plans for additional expan- 
sion of this undersea fleet. 

In summary, the Soviet's at- 
omic weapons program is get- 
ting stronger all the time, while 
Mr. McNamara refuses to push 
for technological innovation in 
the defense field. In time, this 
failure will leave the Ameri- 
can people dangerously expos- 
ed to the threat of Soviet at- 
omic aggression.

sites in this country and the 
USSR, and the Russians have 
persisted during these two de- 
cades in refusing to let Amer- 
icans have a look at what they 
are doing. The secrecy of Rus- 
sia under Kosygin is the same 
as in Russia under Stalin. The 
Russian Bear has not chang- 
ed his nature with the passage 
of time.
